Can it bring the War to an end

peace wttfomant. We feel that tha 
opportunity for friendly aid artd tha 
need for Information would both 
occur if the fighting itoppad, and 
that,, while it would h« rrvoit import 
tant to avoid fh* intervention of 
fomlgn Govarnmenh in the affain of 
Spain, the pretence of Impartial Com-^ 
miulonen of the League might pre^ 
vent e freih outbreak of i^itilitreR 
and further a ju$.t settlement. The 
oo-operetjon of United States eiH 
»nt In such a icheme mlgM well be 
uied. 

The Snt point would be of im- 
menie utility, though it does not go 
far enough. Already many thousands 
of women and children have baen 
evacuated from Madrid, b-ut that fact 
doe» not make them Immune from 
danger. Most of tham have been 
found homos in Valencia and Ceta- 
fonlaj that ii not lufflciont. The 
targe and wall eguipped Italian forces 
conlred In the ialoeric Islands ere 
welliog the momafrt to attack tha big 
towns, along the coast. They will 
bomb from the arr end shall from the 
sea and land. What socuritY We 
those Innocent womert end children? 

To Suggest a neutral none to Frenco 
seems equally useless. It would only 
offer a better target for hh airmen, 
who, like their brothers In Abysiinle, 
merclletsly bombarded to bits the 
Red Cross Units which had gone out 
there to mlnimlie thp suffering of the 
wounded. 

There is only one lolutlon to that 
guestlon. The peoples of democratic 
eountrios should take it upon them- 
lebas to offer refuge to these unfor¬ 
tunate people until tha end of the 
war. This concrete proposal wUl un- 
doubfodly meet with opposition In 
eoflsorvatlve and, probably, socialist' 
patriotic circles, w^ think the matter 
IS DO concern of ouri„ but that some¬ 
thing can bo done Is shown by the 
work dono by Franca and Maiiico In 
earing for the children and orphans 
of Spanish workers, 

STRENGTHENING 

NONTNTERVINTION, 

The second measure Is uwleis.. iy 
stTengthanlng tha non-intervention 
agrODmant one can only understand 
it to mean that the loyafiits will have 
further restrktions imposed on them, 
i-jch at tha prohlbltiorv to sand food, 


Of to use Srrtiih ships for that pur¬ 
pose! 

Nofl-Interventlon has been a failure 
—oven Mr. Eden has recently re¬ 
marked on Its futility—and the ^ab- 
llshmant of impartial Commissions is 
out of the question, at far as Portugal 
is concerned (this meatura was sug¬ 
gested by Russia sonw time ago and 
blankly rejactad by Portugal), and 
Italy and Germany would always find 
maans of unuggiing arms into the 
country if necessary. Another reeson 
why non-intervefttion is of no uso at 
this juncture is that Franco has all tha 
arms he requires. 

MEDIATION, 

Tha third wveasure luggeited, 
madiation, Is equally uielesi. It k 
not a solution to the problems pre¬ 
sented by the present oisit for two 
reatoos which havo been made 
eppafont during the last few days. 

Th* first b tfiet Italy end Germany 
will not agree. Their answan to the 
French note ere almost negetiv*. 
The object of the Germans' attack 
is the Anarchists. It has taken 
ecsctly five months for Germany fo 
realise that there is no Oommuniif 

menace " in Spain; tho new " men- 
aoB " It the Anarchists. Italy re¬ 
fuses to allow anarchism to reign In 
Catalonia, so that we can be certain 
that In tho event of Germany and 
Italy agreeing to the modlation pr^ 
posah, at th# bottom they will still be 
behind the Rebel forces, and tha fatal 
fotutts that non-intervention had on 
the loyollfts will now be repeated 
with even worse consequences. 

Th# second reason why we con¬ 
sider the maoiure as unsatisfactory, 
despte the fact that we, morn than 
any one else, desire to see the end of 
this bloody battle, is that mediation 
will merely serve to bring a tomporary 
check to tha war only to let It rage 
more violently afterwards. 

The Anarcnist programme of this 
year was that Spain should bo divided 
into autonomous regions, which 
regions would bo determlnod accord¬ 
ing to local tnfluanca. Lot us lup- 
posa that this were accepted now by 
Franco. It it concaivable that h# 
would be true to his word? Events 
of the pest months have shown that 
he wouM not. When tha Popular 
Front registered its election vietery. 
Franco, Mola end other Generals 
ware allowed to retain their posts as 
heads of the armed forces, and they 
swore alloglance to tha (saw Govern¬ 
ment, No sooner had they done so 
than they were conspiring to over¬ 
throw by force those very people 
who hedf spared their lives (we say 
" spared,"' av under e vindlctlva Gov¬ 
ernment they would have ,been shot 
for their rasponsibility for the man- 
acre of tha workon m the Asturias in 

1934), 

Now, should Navarre, for instance, 
be under the InRuence of a fetdit 
dictatorship, is it not obvious that 
within a month they would bo con¬ 
spiring with Germany and Italy to 
supply them with arms to imaih th# 
other wnas, where tho people, free 
and happy, ware carrying on their 
work of raconstrucflon on now. Idea- 
logical lines? 

No, tho war in Spein must be 
fought to en end. If the Govern¬ 
ment of this country b ariKlous to glv# 
help to bring It to nn and ei rnpidiy 
as possible, they have but oise course

Mr. Eden's speech at Bradford Ii 
signHicanrt. It givos one the imprei- 
ston that Fasolitt bluff h to bo mat 
with a stem reply, and not by sub¬ 
mission as In the pest. Whilst we 
can hope for Ifttle help baing given 
to the loyal forces, yet wo can Iwpe 
that lest help will bo given to Franco. 
And that ii already much, judging by 
the pre-FescIst oHItude of the pre¬ 
sent Govemtnenf and of tha heed of 
tho Non-Intervention Commlttoe in 
London. 

Now is tho right moment for con¬ 
certed action by the peopfa of thli 
country.

UNDER FASCIST RULE 


Rt^lgn of Terror in the 
Canary Islands 


We reoejvt the followuig tnfonna- 
tion frixtn Fraociaco Miranda Diar, a 
capuin in the merchant navy and 
preitdent of the Unbfi of Csptaitia 
ojid O^ials ol the Navy at Felnua, 
who ciciped fnm the Canaij tslonda 
in the Norwrgtan ship " Esjawar 

"During the esriy days of the move¬ 
ment, la oooo n the worhfra' recta- 
lance bid been cruahecL German 
lisdst agenti arrived in the Canaric* 
to ergenige milliiaa and the fiacisl re- 
piesaion,. which reached great heights 
of cruelty. TTie CommnnUi deputy, 
Eduardo Suimz Morsics, and Egea, 
the delegate of the Civil Governor in 
the northern aonc of Gran CaniLria, a 
SociaJiit militaal,^ were anaiainated. 
Many workers were shot. A aold^r, 
member nf i firing iquad, who re¬ 
fused to shnoL was killed by in infan¬ 
try beutenanL Mirfil, the Nnlth 
C^rti!»ioner, wai dio shot. In a 
single w’cek^ 36 peasants wauf ihot in 
one district alone. 

" Five niile nursa, belonging to 
the Military Hospital, who wore 
jecuiieil of having been found in poa- 
anoion o| a bomb, were thrown tnlo 
the MS Irom the Tcidc Road, it • 
place tailed Mir Fea, with a sack over 
their heads nurid a boulder lied to their 
feet. One of the bodies wot found 
days later by a fttherman, who broi^hi 
li to tile Concrntiraiicin Camp. The 
Trade Fnion headquaricra. Cultural 
Centres aud Masonic [.iiKlgct were 
taken by assault and destroyed. All 
their furniture wiii sicacd and re¬ 
moved, MEOiltendiip lists weft otp- 
tured, thanks to which a viotenl per- 
aocuikim began throughout the Island 
" ITre state of the working elan la 
one of famine under a reign of terror, 
h b impossible to ulTcr help to the 
widowt snd arpham of the meti who 
have been omasainated by the faielitt

Workers 

Let ihoae who sre bterefted in 
Mane, remember what Marx did on 
such an oaiaion. In ihc midat ol 
European reaction {thjE Spaaiah pro¬ 
gressive upheaval of 1S54 inpi^uritcd 
the revolutionary year 1854-5^ Marx 
was greatly struck by thk uiifore- 
aeen rvciu, and he dEdicated himjelf 
to the study of Spankh polltiol hli- 
tory for many ycara ba^ producing a 
remarkable series of tnklei, of Ule re¬ 
produced ifi book fnnq. That wai a 
scholar's action. This interesT was 
not mainulncdp and Mara became a 
vkUm to hit one-sided canception of 
history, which made him hcUcve that 
a CDuntry belated in mndcro indua¬ 
trial michmery muat also be a cpuntry 
which ^ not oouni In inteljert and 
in aentiment. Spain la a factor tn 
Socialiam did not interest hiitL The 
London General Council of the Inlcr- 
national wai utterly Inactive with re* 
;^rd to Spam, and {■ curious Eietail 
culled from its minute*} only when on 
January 3I*i* IS?!. Mant happened to 
look at La Jirtoluemn ^ocnir. a new 
uarduit organ^ printed on red paper. 
Issued In Palma (Majorca), he wa* 
struck by seeing nieh ideas as those 
of Bakunin propagated even on the 
then rsnote island, and Engdi wai 
appoinied iecteiary for Spain at that 
aame meetiiw of the Cuundl. Engela 
in hi* very fim letter sent to the aec- 
rctary of the Snantah Federal Council 
{Febrowy 13th) pleads for a Spaniah 
political TVorhEra’ Party after the 
model of Gcrntan oocial democracy, 
s^ such propodtions were one por- 
linn of Paul Lafargue^a (the aun-in-

Mcufion. Such action waa ficilbcr 
Bcbolar^ nor iDyal, but th« of t fm- 
atic and a forri^ invader who wished 
to break the •ptrit of the Spaniih of- 
gsniiation and force ij under the yoke 

of hii peraonalideis. From thia. ^ver 

Biaty ye^ of nnto aro«, w^ch wa. 
only roiLgaied jn October, 19M. when 
worker* of luthoritariau and liber- 
larian convirtiona fought auk by aide 
m Astana, and will be lurther 
hedged over in the pieaent month* of 
dlfcal danger, when the monslur of 
Authority m its moat hideuu* form is 
niftyrising tiie whole nation. 

The Fate of the Spanish 
Peasants 

Since the lixmeniii ccniury Spain 
became, above all, a country of agra¬ 
rian misery, since ihe peasinta*^ toil 
and the afflucnDe of gold from con¬ 
quered America kept ih* aristocracy 
ind the mcfcantilc Haas in luamy, 
whkh meant regular employment to 
the town workers, In the eighteenth 
c^tuiy the land qiieitinfi wa* more 
thoroughly Inveitigaicd in Spain than 
in any nther country, and in the early 
iwnrteenth «niury, propoailion* like 
those of Henry George wete already 
before the public. But npthuig wn 
dune, la the rich abtentec landlordB 
were at the aame lime the Cbun *i^ 
loeracy and their yuunger hdi the 
military nfikera. the high dwi ser¬ 


vant*, etc. The peaunta tnd labour- 
era very aoon Mw that nobody wa* 
willing to help them., sod they wgao 
to rely upon ihrir own rSorU eacdu* 
fively. Neither the c3crgj‘. nor the 
politidaii*, had a hold on ilietn, a* 
they *aw Uirnugh their aelfiih almi.

llicy had and have a wonderful 
iruiit In their final enuiE^cipation, and 
they fed ittficied by Urge and gener- 
€u* idcaa such as advanced organiu- 
tbna profess. So they aueccasivdy 
put hope and uuit in the Federal Re* 
public, in the International, in the 
C.N.T., the F A J. and the ComuMutua 
A'^erfiirio, as tome nifheiy yearn igo 
many were fasrinaicd already Kj- 
Cabo's Icarian Ctnnmuniam.

There ia 
much Self-education in adult age, and, 
whenever possible, radical indepen¬ 
dent schools arc founded; all ihii Ions 
befortf FranciBeo Ferrer, who devoted

The peasant*, then, in very Urgu 
putt ol Spain were utterly separated 
from and treated a* cnemiea by the

fai^ tale.'- 

Tbe Communists in this country 
have often spoken of the reluctance of 
the Anarch ista to co-pperste with the 
other panics in ffghring Fascism, h 
is true that there had hwn some reluc¬ 
tance, but Lite niatirtcr in which the 
Anarchists were treated all along 
dearly explains thia attitude. 'Hic 
Catalan rising to 1934 was quicUy 
sUpprcftScd becaiiic ihe Gm-cmmenl 
refuied Io arm the men, hecause to 
put anna in the hands of the F.A.I. 
snd C-N.T. was lu "put power into 
the hands of ertmintj pistulcroo.” In 
fact, cvci> in July, I93fr. the Catalan 
Government rdused to aren the people, 
la the President stated tg the siiUior 
Ln an interview. All this suspidon for 
men whose ideala are of Ute higheit 
and noblctt order, could only result in 
equal auspkion on their pvta, and ai 
a reauli a ^dency ui keep apart from 
other poliiieil movcmentii.

J, L. Garvin, who, like 
many of hia reaetigniry coHeaguea,
